But all medical 


men know that there is, practical-

twenty or more or none at all, as 
all medical men know, and the ef- 
fects of such quantities cannot be 
denied. 
They are definitely bad 


and many of them irreparable. Yet 
few smokers are flatly ordered to 
quit the habit cold until they have 
so far impaired their health thai 
to continue might be fatal. 


Oddly, strong as a habit is, pa- 


tients are put on warning that 
they must break it off sharp or 
die, usually are able to do so with 
no great inconvenience. Let the 
doctor warn a patient that he has 
a dangerous heart condition ag- 
gravated by cigarettes or an irri- 
tation which might be malignant 
and the victim has no trouble quit- 
ting.

serviceman' proof of his status as 
a veteran, and must be presented 
when he applies for any of the 
special benefits for which he may 
be eligible under the G I. Bill of 
Rights. 
In 
addition, the dis- 


charge .papers are necessary for 
establishing his status to obtain 
special veteran 
placement 
and 


counseling service from the United 
States Employment Service. 
He j 


will also want to present them to • 
his future employer when he ap- 
plies for a job, and will need the 
papers to establish his identity 
as a veteran in many other busi- 
ness contacts. 


To make sure his discharge pa- 


pers will always be available, the 
veteran should have them record- 
ed by taking them to Edwin S. 
Rosecrans, county recorder at the 
court house in Dixon. Honorable 
discharges will 
be 
photostated 


free of charge, and the original 
returned to the veteran. A photo- 
stated copy of the discharge can 
easily be carried in his wallet. 


In Case of Loss 


Should he lose the original, he 


should obtain a certificate in lieu 
of lost discharge by writing- to 
the Adjutant General of the Ar- 
my. Washington, D. C., or the Bu- 
reau of Naval Personnel, 'Wash- 
ing tun, D. C. 


All veterans' claims 
and 
re 


quests lor benents usually require 
certain information. 
After 
his 


discharge, the veteran should col- 
lect his important records and 
legal documents and keep them 
in a safe place. 
In addition to 


his discharge papers, the follow- 
ng are ths most important rec- 
ords: 


Army or Marine Corps serial 


number, 


Navy service or file number, or 
Coast Guard service number. 
Disability claim "C" number. 
Insurance policies. 
Social Security card, 
Bi'th certificate (his own). 
Birth certificates (wife's and 


children's). 


Marriage certificate. 
Any divorce decrees. 
Last will and testament. 
Selective Service registration 


card. 


"Get these records in order now, 


even though you may not need 
them immediately". Knox advised 
all returning veterans. "You may 
be saved great inconvenience and 
delay by having them all togther 
vhere you can find them easily".
